This rose does 
well on the dog rose as a stock ; in fact, though 
the Manetti is a useful stock in light soiis, the 
dog rose, our native stock, is the best foster 
purent where a foster parent is used in this 
country. 
nosrs ON THEIR OWN ROOTS 
are delightful. They are more permanent, 
and the trouble of looking for and cradicating 
suckers is got rid of. It is true, some roses 
do not thrive so well on their own roots as on 
a foster parent, but the man who only wanted 
roses for his garden, without any desire to win 
at the shows, would be better off with 
is own rooted roses than on stocks of any 
kind, except in the case of a few for standards, 
which must, of course, be budded on the briars, 
Something has been said and written about 
the naked ugliness of the standard, or moss- 
headed roses, as they have been satirically 
called. But there are sites in the garden 
where standard roses may be appropriately 
placed, and as long as briars of suitable size 
can be dug out of the hedges or wood in the 
country there will be standard roses, and T 
hop» the time is far distant when the march 
of agricultural improvement will grub up our 
picturesque hedges to make the fields larger. 
TOMATOES AGAINST WALLS AND FENCES. 
Every bit of su wall or fence should be 
planted with toma now.
